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e) that the Association take as priority issues those of sanitation 
and safety. 


The discussions, taken in context with other suggestions relating to 


goals and objectives, were far ranging yet specific and it was the concensus 
that the Association was now in a position to draw up and record objectives, 
rules and regulations for formal presentation to the full Association at 
the January meeting.

The meeting was called to assess the value and interest in forming 
a neighborhood association of cultural, educational, health service, 
and business organizations sharing a common geographical proximity 
in Newark for the purpose of improving "our neighborhood". 


The goals and objectives of such an organization would be to improve 
our neighborhood in a multiplicity of ways: 


1) Issues of ambience and environment. 
2) Issues of cleanliness and safety. 


3) Issues of inter-institutional information sharing about projects 


(2) 
under way or in the planning stages. 


4) Issues of inter-institutional trading of ideas, shared programs 
and projects, etc. 


5) Monitoring of our "neighborhood environment"; monitoring of 
city plans for our neighborhood (e.g., real estate changes, "new 
neighbors", etc.). 


6) Possible shared cultural projects. 


7) Providing help and aid to neighbors within our environment 
(elementary schools,. housing for the aged, etc.). 


There seemed to be general agreement that pursuing this idea had 
merit. Some thoughts as to a name for the organization were 
discussed. It was recommended that our next meeting should focus 
on a formal presentation by members of the Newark City government 
of current plans and strategies in regard to "our neighborhood" 


It was recommended that the neighborhood organization be expanded 
to include the College of Medicine and Dentistry of New Jersey; 
the Veterans Administration; Essex County College; New Jersey 
Institute of Technology; and the Intra-Fraternity Council of the 
New Jersey Institute of Technology whose fraternities are housed 
in our area. 


The current plans relating to the James Street Commons Restoration 
project were presented. 


Items which were shared by various institutions and agencies 
included the following: 


1) The continuing development of model townhouses on James Street 
as demonstration of what can be done. 


2) The purchase of property on James Street and University Street 
for the development of a "quality" restaurant and bar that would 
appeal to the staffs.of our institutions and organizations. 


3) The creation of apartments and student residence space on 
Bleeker ‘Street near Rutgers. 


4) The purchase of an old factory building by a group of artists 
for their galleries and work space. 


5) The opening of a new high school for bright talented college 
bound Newark teenagers in the building formerly owned by the 

New Jersey Institute of Technology on High Street near St. Michael's 
Medical Center. 


6) The completion of a formal lobby area for St. Michael's Medical 
Center fronting on Central Avenue. 
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7) The plans for a new "twin building" for patients at St. 
Michael's Medical Center. 


8) The unfortunate demolition of buildings in "our neighborhood" 
with conversion to parking lots. 


9) Concern about the police pound between Orange Street and 
James Street.

MINUTES OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE 
UNIVERSITY HEIGHTS NEIGHBORHOOD ASSOCIATION 


A meeting of the Ad Hoc Committee was held on Friday, December 16, 1977 
in the Conference Room of the Psychiatric Institute, Saint Michael's Medical 
Center. The meeting was called to order at 10:40 a.m. by Doctor Shwed. 


Attending were: Rev. John Maloney, Mr. George Chrancwycz, Mr. Eugene 
Stamper, Harvey Shwed, 11.D. and Mr. Ralph Newell. The purpose of the 
meeting was to draw up a series of proposed recommendations to guide the 
full establishment and conduct of the University Heights Neighborhood 
Association. 


1. After extensive discussion the following broad goals and objectives 
were developed and will be presented to the Association (not in order 
of importance) : 


a) The Association will be broadly defined as an institutional group 
generally showing and representing a geographical area. 


b) The Association will set as a goal the continual monitoring of 
events and proposed events with the defined Association area. 


c) The Association will function as a communication focal point 
for members and activities and will share such information with 
all members. 


d) Mutual support for programs and activities will be encouraged. 
New areas of programs and activities (such as drug programs by 
Saint Michael's for Burnet Street School; use of architectural 
student talent for members planning activities) will be developed. 


e) The Association will develop a liaison activity with other City 
of Newark and private organizations and encourage an interface 
with such organizations. 


f) Goals and objectives of the Association should be on two levels; 
(1) problem identification of a short-range nature (area safety, 
sanitation, cleanliness, etc.) and (2) the identification of how 
the Association would like to see the neighborhood evolve over 
the long term and from activities to encourage this moulding 
process. 


g) The Association should plan to become active in lobbying activities 
to accomplish both short and long ranqe goals and objectives. 


University Heights Neighborhood Association Meeting 
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11. 


Several miscellaneous positions were drawn. It was the concensus that 

a formal organization should be defined, officers elected, organizational 
structures developed and the institution of a non-incorporated association 
be accomplished in the near future. 


The Ad Hoc Committee felt the Association should meet monthly, rotating 
the meeting place, and that a permanent time for each meeting be established. 


A review of current membership was made. It was the feeling of the Ad 
Hoc Committee that membership need not be limited as it now is; however, 
no additional names were suggested. Commercial/Industrial participation 
should perhaps be limited to specific activities and by invitation to 
join with the Association to accomplish those specific tasks. 


Although the thrust of representation should be limited to the geographic 
outlines of the "James Street Commons", the Association should welcome 
institutions outside that area (such as CMDHJ) on an individually-reviewed 
basis. 


There being no further business brought before the Committee, the meeting 


was adjourned at 12:20 p.m

The main feature of the second meeting of UHNA was a presenta- 
tion by Mr. David Rinsky, President of the Greater Newark Chamber 
of Commerce in relation to the ongoing plans for redevelopment of 
the James Street Restoration project. 


A slide presentation was made by Dr. Shwed of the "neighborhood" 
in question. 


A discussion ensued regarding other cities and their redevelopment 
and rehabilitative efforts. Clearly, other cities have taken years 
to formulate their redevelopment programs. 


Dr. Shwed again outlined general areas of common purpose: 
cross pollenation in which our agencies and institutions could help 
each other; encouragement of projects begun by individual institu- 
tions; information sharing regarding projects under way, etc. 


A specific area which resulted from this meeting was the agree- 
ment by the Department of Psychiatry at St. Michael's to provide 
an informal program for the students and parents of the Burnet Street 
Elementary School in relation to the principal's concern of the 
continued threat of street drugs and their deleterious effects on 
his pupils. Dr. Shwed indicated that he and probably Dr. Martin 
Buxton, a new child psychiatrist on the staff, would be happy to 
provide such a program. 


A second area.of import was the announcement that a new 
"quality" restaurant had opened in our midst and that perhaps 
informally we should do our best to support and see that it becomes 
a SUCCESS. 


The third meeting of UHNA will take place on Friday, November 
18th, from 11:30 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. at the New Jersey Institute of 
Technology. Eugene Stamper of NJIT offered to host this next 
meeting. 


The agenda for the next meeting will basically be to set up 
goals for UHNA. 
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
